The Social Security Administration (SSA) rarely receives classified national security information. 

When received, it has been classified by another entity as SSA does not have original classification 
authority. Of the few classified documents received, derivative classification was unnecessary. 

Inspections consist of semi-annual meetings/discussions with components of SSA which may receive 
classified national security information to determine whether appropriate safeguarding procedures are 
followed and to determine whether the documents received require derivative classification. 
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
